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CURRENT EVENTS 1988-89 



During the 1988-89 school 
year, the nation and the world 
both produced several news- 
worthy events. The year saw 
the election of a new U.S. Presi- 
dent, the return of the Ameri- 
can astronauts to outer space, 
the unveiling of two new radi- 
cal military fighter planes, a 
shocking announcement by So- 
viet Premier Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, and a dramatic dogfight 
over Libya. 

Probably the biggest story of 
1988 was, of course, the elec- 
tion of George Bush as the 41st 
President of the US. Bush and 
his Democratic challenger, Mi- 
chael Dukakis, the governor of 
Massachusetts, waged a bitter 
and often dirty campaign 
against each other. Both candi- 
dates chose decidedly different 
running mates for the election. 
Dukakis chose Senator Lloyd 
Bentsen of Texas, hoping to re- 
vive the “Boston-Austin” con- 
nection which proved success- 
ful for Senator John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon B. John- 
son in 1960. Bush chose Dan 
Quayle, who immediately fell 
under attack from the Demo- 
crats because of his decision to 
join the National Guard during 
the Vietnam War rather than 
fight in Vietnam. However, 
Bush and Quayle survived all 
of the controversy and strife to 
roll on to one of the biggest vic- 
tories in the history of presiden- 
tial elections. 



January 28, 1986. 

Many Americans remember 
that date as the end of the 
American space program with 
the explosion of the space shut- 
tle Challenger, and the deaths 
of all seven astronauts abroad. 
Many people believed that the 
U.S. could never recover from 
the sting of the Challenger di- 
saster. However, 32 months lat- 
er, in October of 1988, after 
nearly three years of research, 
development of new escape 
procedures, and redesigning the 
rubber O-rings which caused 
the explosion, the space shuttle 
Discovery roared into orbit, 
carrying 5 astronauts, a $100 
million communications satel- 
lite to replace the one lost on 
Challenger, and the hopes of an 
entire nation. 

After the thunderously suc- 
cessful liftoff, the astronauts de- 
ployed the communications sat- 
telite, known as TDRSS-B, into 
a 22,300 mile orbit around the 
earth. By the middle of the sev- 
en-day mission, the astronauts 
had settled into a routine of 
floating around, doing experi- 
ments, and basically enjoying 
themselves. Morning wake-up 
calls ranged from a perfor- 
mance of “I Feel Good” to a 
pre-recorded message from Wil- 
liam Shatner, famous captain of 
the fictional starship Enterprise 
from “Star Trek.” On the last 
day of the mission, the astron- 
auts became serious, holding a 
brief memorial service for the 
seven astronauts who died on 
the Challenger, calling them 
“heroes of America.” 



American military forces saw 
action in the Gulf of Sidra near 
Libya in 1988. Two American 
F-14 Tomcat fighters from the 
aircraft carrier USS John F. 
Kennedy intercepted and shot 
down two Libyan Mig-23 Flog- 
ger fighters. Although the Lib- 
yan ambassador claimed that 
the Migs were unarmed and on 
a reconnaissance mission, pic- 
tures obtained from the F-14s 
clearly showed the outlines of 
AA-6 air-to-air missies under- 
neath the wings of the Libyan 
Planes. 

In 1983, the American mili- 
tary establishment received two 
high-technology, high-priced 
aircraft, one as a replacement 
for the aging B-52 bomber, the 
other with a questionable mis- 
sion, but both radically ad- 
vanced in their abilities, chief 
among which is their ability to 
evade detection by enemy ra- 
dars, hence their names desig- 
nation as “Stealth” aircraft. 

One of these aircraft, the B-2 
bomber, is designed as a re- 
placement for the aging Ameri- 
can fleet of B-52 Stratofortress 
bombers. It carries a bigger pay- 
load than the B-52, and, acting 
as a supplement to the new B-l 
bomber, which is already under 
development and production. It 
will restore the bomber leg of 
the United States’ strategic 
“Triad” to full strength. 

Many newsworthy events oc- 
curred during 1988 and 1989. 
The events described here are 
just a few of the events which 
changed many lives during the 
course of these two years.
